THE CHAMPION FOOTMAN. Captain Newton H. Chittenden walked from the 
Pacific Ocean diagonally across the United States to the Gulf of Mexico, a distance 
of 3,350 miles in 1888-9. In forty years of travel he covered a distance of more 
than 200,000 milesof which 25,000 were on foot.
